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Kerry delays return to US after injury in bicycle crash

GENEVA (AP) — U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
has delayed his trip back 
to the United States to stay 
in a Swiss hospital overnight 
after breaking his leg in a 
bicycle crash Sunday. 

State Department spokes¬ 
man John Kirby said that 
after further consultation, 
it was decided it was sen¬ 
sible for Kerry to remain in 
the hospital for observa¬ 
tion overnight. Kerry had 
to scrap the rest of a four- 
nation trip that included an 
international conference 
on combating the Islamic 
State group. “The secretary 
had planned on flying back 
to the U.S. this evening, but 
after further consultation 
it was sensible for him to 
remain in the hospital for 
observation overnight for 
purely precautionary mea¬ 
sures and fly home tomor¬ 
row,” Kirby said Sunday. 
“The secretary continues to 
be in great spirits and ac¬ 
tive. He has done a range 
of phone calls including 
with the president?.” 

Kerry broke his leg after 


a bicycle crash when he 
struck a curb. Kerry was in 
stable condition as he pre¬ 
pared to return to Boston 
for further treatment with 
the doctor who previously 
operated on his hip, Kirby 
said. He said X-rays at a 
Swiss hospital confirmed 
that Kerry fractured his right 
femur. 

“The secretary is stable and 
never lost consciousness, 
his injury is not life-threaten¬ 
ing and he is expected to 
make a full recovery,” Kirby 
said in an earlier statement. 
Kerry, 71, was taken by he¬ 
licopter to Geneva's main 
medical center, HUG, af¬ 
ter crashing his bike near 
Scionzier, France, about 40 
kilometers southeast of the 
Swiss border. 

Paramedics and a physi¬ 
cian were on the scene 
with his motorcade at the 
time and provided him im¬ 
mediate attention. They 
quickly decided to order 
the 10-minute-long heli¬ 
copter transport. 

The Dauphine Libere, a lo¬ 
cal newspaper, said Kerry 
fell near the beginning of 
his ride to the famed moun¬ 


tain pass called the Col de 
la Colombiere, which has 
been a route for the Tour 
de France more than a 
dozen times. 

Right around the time of his 
fall, a Twitter feed about 
local driving conditions 


warned of the danger due 
to gravel along the pass. 
But U.S. officials said there 
was no gravel on the road 
where the accident oc¬ 
curred. According to the 
newspaper, some Haute 
Savoie officials were with 


Kerry at the time, including 
the head of the region. 
Kerry’s regular plane was 
returning to the United 
States carrying much of 
his staff and reporters who 
had accompanied him on

WASHINGTON - In a town 
where few events ever truly 
break through the thick 
layer of partisanship, the 
death of Beau Biden on 
Saturday night unleashed 
an outpouring of genuine 
sorrow. 

Biden, the son of Vice Presi¬ 
dent Joe Biden, died Sat¬ 
urday night after battling 
brain cancer for nearly 
two years. His death at the 
age of 46 ended a promis¬ 
ing political career in Dela¬ 
ware and left his wife and 
two children without a hus¬ 
band and father. 

In an unusually lengthy and 
emotional statement Sun¬ 
day morning, Secretary of 
State John Kerry, a longtime 
friend of the Biden family, 
eulogized Biden as a “class 


act, period, ingrained with 
integrity, compassion, a 
sense of moral obligation to 


help others, and especially 
people who were hurting.” 
Kerry’s statement echoed 


the sense of deep sadness 
for the vice president that 
flowed through most of the 
reaction. The elder Biden 
lost his first wife and young 
daughter in a car crash in 
1972, and now must lay his 
eldest son to rest. 

Similar expressions came 
quickly from top Demo¬ 
crats, including Nancy Pe- 
losi, the Democratic leader 
in the House, and Harry 
Reid, the top Democrat in 
the Senate. Former Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton and Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton, the 
former secretary of state, 
each shared their anguish 
on Twitter. 

“Hillary & I mourn the loss 
of Beau Biden - so full of 
life, love, honor, and ser¬ 
vice - and we pray for the 
strength of his wonderful 
family,” Bill Clinton wrote 
shortly after Biden’s death 
was announced by the 
vice president’s office Sat¬ 
urday night. 

President Barack Obama 
said in a statement Satur¬ 
day that Biden had been 
a “good, big-hearted, de¬ 
voutly Catholic and deeply 
faithful man.” On Sunday, 
out of respect for Biden's 
family, the White House 
canceled a reception that 
Obama was scheduled to 
hold on behalf of Ford's 
Theater. 

The sense of grief came 
from Republicans, too. 

Jeb Bush, the former gov¬ 
ernor of Florida and a likely 
presidential hopeful, of¬ 
fered his prayers for the 
vice president and his fam¬ 
ily. Liz Cheney, the daugh¬ 
ter of former Vice President 
Dick Cheney, extended the 
family’s “deepest sympa¬ 
thy and heartfelt prayers.” 
Donald Trump offered 
condolences to the vice 
president for “the loss of his 
wonderful son, Beau. Met 
him once, great guy!” And 
Sarah Palin, the Republican 
vice-presidential candi¬ 


date in 2008, noted Biden's 
service in the Iraq War 
and said she had enjoyed 
spending time with his fami¬ 
ly when she debated his fa¬ 
ther during that campaign. 
“The Lord is my rock, my 
fortress and my deliverer,” 
Palin wrote, quoting the 
Bible’s Psalm 18:2. “My God 
is my rock, in whom I take 
refuge, my shield and the 
horn of my salvation, my 
stronghold." 

Celebrities, too, used Twit¬ 
ter to communicate their 
emotions, often directing 
their support to the vice 
president. “My heart is bro¬ 
ken 4 Vice President of the 
United States,” wrote Cher, 
the singer and actress. “The 
1 thing I know about Joe is, 
He prizes family above all 
else.” 

She ended her post with 
emojis of a heart and two 
hands pressed together. 
Mia Farrow, the actress, 
wrote: “So sad for the Biden 
family. Everyone loved 
Beau.” 

The surge of reaction on 
Twitter was a virtual tes¬ 
tament to the cheer and 
good will that the elder 
Biden has earned over de¬ 
cades in the public spot¬ 
light. Where some politi¬ 
cians earn reputations for 
playing hardball politics, 
Biden has long been seen 
as a kind of happy warrior, 
always smiling. 

That seemed to make the 
loss harder to compre¬ 
hend, according to many 
tweets in the hours after the 
announcement of Beau 
Biden's death. 

“Just awful for Mr. Biden 
to have 3 family losses so 
young. My heart is heavy 
for him,” one person wrote. 
Another said: “VP Biden is 
the epitome of family.” A 
third said: “No one should 
have to bury two children 
in their lifetime. My condo¬ 
lences and prayers to the 
Biden family."□

NSA powers set to lapse with no deal in Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) — At 

press time, the National 
Security Agency was set 
to lose its authority at mid¬ 
night last night to collect 
Americans’ phone records 
in bulk, after an extraordi¬ 
nary Sunday Senate ses¬ 
sion had failed to produce 
a deal to extend the fierce¬ 
ly contested program. 
Intelligence officials 

warned that the outcome 
amounts to a win for ex¬ 
tremist groups. But civil lib¬ 
erties groups applauded 
the demise, at least tem¬ 
porarily, of the once-secret 
program made public by 
NSA contractor Edward 
Snowden, which critics 
say is an unconstitutional 
intrusion into Americans’ 
privacy. The program is all 
but certain to be revived in 
a matter of days, although 
it also looks certain to be 
completely overhauled 
under House of Represen- 
tatives-passed legislation 
that Senate Majority Lead¬ 
er Mitch McConnell reluc¬ 
tantly blessed Sunday eve¬ 
ning. With most senators 
opposed to extending cur¬ 
rent law unchanged, even 
for a short time, McConnell 
said the House bill was the 
only option left, other than 
letting the program die off. 
The Senate voted 77-17 
to move ahead on the 
House-passed bill. 

But no final action was ex¬ 
pected before Sunday’s 
midnight deadline after 
McConnell’s fellow Ken¬ 
tucky Republican Sen. 
Rand Paul said he would 
assert his prerogatives un¬ 
der Senate rules to delay a 
final vote for several days. 
“This is what we fought the 
revolution over, are we go¬ 
ing to so blithely give up 
our freedom? ... I’m not 
going to take it anymore," 
Paul said. McConnell 
countered: “We shouldn’t 
be disarming unilaterally 
as our enemies grow more 
sophisticated and ag¬ 
gressive, and we certainly 
should not be doing so 
based on a campaign of 
demagoguery and disin¬ 
formation launched in the

wake of the unlawful ac¬ 
tions of Edward Snowden." 

Fellow Republicans exited 
the chamber en masse 
when Paul stood up to 
speak after the Senate's 
vote on the House bill. 

In addition to the bulk 
phone collections provi¬ 
sion, two lesser-known 
Patriot Act provisions also 
lapse at midnight: One, 
so far unused, helps track 
“lone wolf" terrorism sus¬ 
pects unconnected to a 
foreign power. The second 
allows the government to 
eavesdrop on suspects 
who continually discard 
their cellphones. 

The House bill, backed by 
the White House, extends 
those two provisions un¬ 
changed, while remaking 
the bulk collection pro¬ 
gram over six months by 
giving phone companies 
the job of hanging onto 
records the government 
could search with a war¬ 
rant. 

CIA Director John Brennan 
was among those warning 
that letting the authorities 
lapse, even for a time, will 
make America less safe. 

Brennan, speaking on CBS, 
bemoaned “too much po¬ 
litical grandstanding and 
crusading for ideological 
causes that have skewed 
the debate on this issue" 
and said the tools are 
important to American 
lives.Q

Sun returns

DALLAS (AP) — Most of 
Texas was set to get its first 
period of extended sun¬ 
shine in weeks, allowing 
surging rivers to recede as 
emergency-management 
officials turn their attention 
to cleanup efforts in such 
places as Houston, where 
damage estimates top $45 
million. 

Parts of the state were fi¬ 
nally beginning to recover 
on Sunday from weeks of 
rain and flooding that have 
made Texas a place of 
extremes: severe drought 
conditions earlier in the 
year that have given way 
to unprecedented rainfall 
in some areas. At least 31 
people have been killed in 
storms that began in Texas 
and Oklahoma last week¬ 
end. Twenty-seven of the 
deaths have been in Tex¬ 
as, and at least 10 people 
were still missing over the 
weekend. 

The plentiful sun forecast 
for much of the state this 
week was expected to al¬ 
low engorged rivers such as 
the Trinity in North and East 
Texas, the Brazos southwest 
of Houston and Nueces in 
South Texas to flush massive 
volumes of water into the 


Gulf of Mexico. 

More than 10 inches (25 
centimeters) of rain has 
fallen during the last 30 
days across nearly the en¬ 
tire central and eastern 
portion of the state — from 
the Texas Panhandle to the 
Mexico border. Isolated 
areas have received 15 to 
more than 20 inches (37.5 
to more than 50 centime¬ 
ters) . 

“It’s looking like there 
won't be any additional 
rain this week and that's 


good news,” said National 
Weather Service meteorol¬ 
ogist Dan Reilly in Houston. 
The bad news, forecasters 
warn, is that the ground re¬ 
mains saturated and rivers 
and lakes swollen headed 
into tropical storm season, 
which begins Monday. 

“We are more vulnerable 
now than we were before 
the rain,” Reilly said. 

Water authorities near 
Houston and elsewhere 
in the state in the coming 
days have to release rising 


water from reservoirs but 
be mindful of flooding that 
could result along down¬ 
stream tributaries that are 
already running over their 
banks. 

In the Houston area alone, 
preliminary damage esti¬ 
mates show the flooding 
from torrential rains will cost 
at least $45 million, accord¬ 
ing to Francisco Sanchez 
with the Harris County Of¬ 
fice of Homeland Security 
and Emergency Manage¬ 
ment. There was more than 



to Texas, revealing flood damage across state 

$25 million in damage to 
public utilities and infra¬ 
structure, he said, and the 


cost to remove storm de¬ 
bris from bayous, flooded 
neighborhoods and else¬ 
where is about $15 million. 
There’s another $4.5 million 
in damage to buildings and 
equipment. 

There are about 1,500 
homes in Harris County, in¬ 
cluding those in Houston, 
with some level of flood 
damage, and this number 
will increase as damage- 
assessment teams canvass 
the region, he said. 

Hays County spokeswom¬ 
an Laureen Chernow said 
officials there have record¬ 
ed at least $32.7 million in 
damage to public infra¬ 
structure following record 
flooding that overflowed 
the banks of the Blanco Riv¬ 
er. Many roads have been 
closed and two bridges de¬ 
stroyed, Chernow said. 
“There are a couple of pil¬ 
lars standing in the river¬ 
bed,” she said. “It’s going 
to take years to rebuild this 
whole area.” 

The flooding in Hays County 
alone has claimed 10 lives. 
Authorities Sunday in Victo¬ 
ria, in South Texas, said more 
than 160 homes had been 
flooded or threatened by 
rising water but that no inju¬ 
ries were reported.□ 
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Qatar extends travel ban on ex-Gitmo inmates; talks continue

WASHINGTON (AP) — Qa¬ 
tar has agreed to tempo¬ 
rarily extend travel bans 
on five senior Taliban lead¬ 
ers released last year from 
the prison at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, in exchange 
for captured Sgt. Bowe 
Bergdahl, a senior U.S. of¬ 
ficial said on Sunday. 

The official said the ban 
would remain in place un¬ 
til diplomatic talks for a 
longer-term solution are 
completed. The restrictions 
had been due to expire 
on Monday under a May 
2014 exchange for Berg¬ 
dahl. U.S. officials said Fri¬ 
day the Obama adminis¬ 
tration was closing in on an 
agreement with Qatar to 
extend the restrictions for 
six months that could be 
announced this weekend. 
It was not immediately 
clear why that agreement 
had not been finalized. 

The official said the U.S. re¬ 
mains in “close contact” 
with Qatari authorities “to 
make sure these individuals 
do not pose a threat to the 
United States." As a result 
of the talks to date, Qatar 
“has agreed to maintain 
the current restrictive con¬ 
ditions on these individuals 
as we continue these dis¬ 
cussions,” the official said. 
The official said the former 
detainees are all currently 
in Qatar and remain sub¬ 
ject to the travel ban and 
extensive monitoring. Un¬ 
der the terms of the ex¬ 
change, the five detain¬ 
ees were sent to Qatar, 
where government officials 
agreed to monitor their ac¬ 
tivities and prevent them 
from traveling out of the 
country for one year. In 
return, Bergdahl, who had 
been held captive by the 
Taliban for nearly five years 
after walking away from his 
Army post in Afghanistan, 
was released to the U.S. 
military. He recently was 
charged with desertion. 


At least one of the five al¬ 
legedly contacted mili¬ 
tants during the past year 
while in Qatar. No details 
have been disclosed about 
that contact, but the White 
House confirmed that one 
of the Taliban leaders was 
put under enhanced sur¬ 
veillance. 

One or more of the detain¬ 
ees met with some mem¬ 
bers of the al-Qaida-affiliat- 
ed Haqqani militant group 
in Qatar earlier in the year, 
according to Republican 
Sen. Lindsey Graham. That 
was an indication that the 
group was reaching out 
to communicate with the 
so-called Taliban Five, said 
Graham, who predicted all 
five will rejoin the fight. 

Four of the five former 
detainees remain on the 
United Nations' blacklist, 
which freezes their as¬ 
sets and has them under 
a separate travel ban. 
But the U.N. itself has ac¬ 
knowledged that its travel 
ban has been violated. In 
a report late last year, the 
U.N. sanctions committee 
stated, “Regrettably, the 
monitoring team continues 
to receive a steady — al¬ 
beit officially unconfirmed 
— flow of media reports 
indicating that some listed 
individuals have become 
increasingly adept at cir¬ 
cumventing the sanctions 
measures, the travel ban in 
particular.” 

The State Department in¬ 
sists that U.S. officials work 
fo mifigafe fhe risk of for¬ 
mer Guantanamo detain¬ 
ees returning to the fight, 
threatening Americans or 
jeopardizing U.S. national 
security. U.S. officials have 
noted in the past that the 
five Taliban leaders are 
middle-aged or older, 
were former officials in the 
Taliban government and 
probably wouldn't be seen 
again on any battlefield, 
although they could con¬ 
tinue to be active mem¬ 
bers of the Taliban. □

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Israeli PM Netanyahu lashes out at criticism of Israel

JERUSALEM - Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu of Is¬ 
rael said on Sunday that his 
country faces “an interna¬ 
tional campaign to black¬ 
en its name” based not on 
his policies toward the Pal¬ 
estinians but “connected 
to our very existence,” lik¬ 
ening the mounting boy¬ 
cott movement to anti-Se¬ 
mitic “libels” of earlier eras. 
Speaking to his Cabinet 
after Israel’s successful 
diplomatic blitz to block a 
Palestinian bid to suspend 
it from international soccer 
competition, Netanyahu 
declared: “This is a phe¬ 
nomenon that we have 
known in the history of our 
people,” citing as exam¬ 
ples accusations that Jews 


“are the focus of all evil in 
the world” and “drink the 
blood of little children.” 

“It is important to under¬ 
stand that these things 
do not stem from the fact 
that if only we were a little 
nicer or a little more gen¬ 
erous that anything would 
change," the prime min¬ 
ister said, according to a 
statement released by his 
office, “because this cam¬ 
paign to delegitimize Israel 
entails something much 
deeper that is being direct¬ 
ed at us and seeks to deny 
our very right to live here.” 
The Palestinian push to 
suspend Israel from FIFA, 
soccer's global governing 
body, was based on com¬ 
plaints about Israeli restric¬ 
tions on athletes' travel 
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Israel's Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, center, sits during a ceremony at Mount Herzl military 
cemetery in Jerusalem.

TRIPOLI, Libya - The branch 
of the Islamic State that 
controls the city of Sirte has 
expanded its territory and 
pushed back the militia 
from the neighboring city 
of Misrata, militia leaders 
acknowledged Sunday. 

In the group’s latest attack, 
a suicide bomber killed at 
least four fighters Sunday at 
a checkpoint west of Mis¬ 
rata on the coastal road to 
Tripoli, according to local 
officials and Libyan news 
reports. 

The continued expansion 
inside Libya of the Islamic 
State group has alarmed 


Western officials because 
of its proximity to Europe 
across the Mediterranean. 
Four years after the remov¬ 
al of Moammar Gadhafi, 
the near collapse of the 
Libyan government has left 
no central Libyan author¬ 
ity to check the group’s 
advance or even partner 
with Western military ef¬ 
forts against it. Two armed 
factions, each with its own 
paper government, are 
fighting for control, and 
each has focused more on 
internal quarrels than on 
defeating the Islamic State. 
The group’s expanding turf 
in Libya also gives it an al¬ 
ternative base of opera¬ 
tions even as it appears to

be gaining ground - in Pal¬ 
myra, Syria, and in Ramadi, 
Iraq. Suliman Ali Mousa, 
an officer with the brigade 
from Misrata, confirmed 
in a telephone interview 
Sunday that over the past 
two days its forces had re¬ 
treated in the face of Is¬ 
lamic State advances to 
the east, south and west of 
Sirte. Islamic State fighters 
have captured the Gard- 
abya air base, about 20 
kilometers south of Sirte; 
it had been all but de¬

MOSCOW (AP) — Russian 
Foreign Minister Sergey Lav¬ 
rov needs to explain why 
89 politicians from 17 Euro¬ 
pean countries have been 
banned from entering Rus¬ 
sia and confirm their names, 
an opposition lawmaker 
said Sunday in a formal in¬ 
quiry. 

Dmitry Gudkov, the sole 
member of Russia’s par¬ 
liament who opposes the 
Kremlin, also told Lavrov that 
while he understood such a 
step might have been nec¬ 
essary, it should have been 
taken transparently and 
in consultation with parlia¬ 
ment. 

Russia has shared the list with 
European Union officials, 
but has refused to release it. 
The explanation Russia has 
given for the blacklist is that 
it was in response to EU eco¬ 
nomic sanctions and travel 
bans imposed on Russia for 
its actions in Ukraine. 

The Associated Press ob¬ 
tained the list from a source 


at EU headquarters in Brus¬ 
sels. The person who re¬ 
leased it to the AP wanted 
to remain anonymous since 
the list had yet to be made 
official in Moscow. 

The 28-nation EU on Satur¬ 
day criticized the Russian 
bans as “totally arbitrary 
and unjustified, especially 
in the absence of any fur¬ 
ther clarification and trans¬ 
parency.” Two German 
politicians who were turned 
back after flying into Mos¬ 
cow are on the list and were 
among several refusals that 
led the EU to ask Russia to 
share the list. The bans also 
apply to several prominent 
high-ranking officials from 
Britain, including the head 
of the MI5 security service, 
the chief of its defense staff, 
former deputy prime minis¬ 
ter Nick Clegg and former 
foreign secretary and par¬ 
liament member Malcolm 
Rifkind. Britain said the Rus¬ 
sians have provided no le¬ 
gal basis for the list. “If Russia 
thinks this action will cause 
the EUto change its position 


on sanctions, it is wrong,” 
the British Foreign Office 
said Sunday in a statement. 
Gudkov’s request drew a 
harsh reaction from Foreign 
Ministry spokeswoman Ma¬ 
ria Zakharova. 


“Was he this active 
when EU countries put to¬ 
gether their blacklists? And 
did he write such critical, or 
perhaps objective, letters to 
the leadership of EU coun¬

Zakharo¬ 
va said on Govorit Moskva 
radio.

Italy holds regional vote; test of PM Renzi’s hold on party 


ROME (AP) — Italians voted 
for several governorships 
and many municipal posts 
Sunday in what was being 
seen as a partial test of Pre¬ 
mier Matteo Renzi's grip on 
his oft-squabbling Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

Seven of Italy’s 20 regions 
were voting for governor¬ 
ships and hundreds of towns 
were holding local elections 
Sunday. In Sicily, the voting 


for local posts will last two 
days, ending Monday. In It¬ 
aly, regions determine when 
they hold an election. 
Significant results weren't 
expected before Monday 
morning. By law, no opinion 
polls were made public in 
the last two weeks. 

Balloting in northwestern Li¬ 
guria, considered a strong¬ 
hold of the left, could in¬ 
dicate how deep the re¬ 


sentment of Renzi's party 
leadership runs. Among the 
several governorship candi¬ 
dates in that region, whose 
capital is the blue-collar 
city of Genoa, two are from 
the left. One is a Democrat 
backed by Renzi; the other 
is from an alternative leftist- 
coalition that could attract 
disgruntled Democrats. 

Renzi has insisted the region¬ 
al vote has no impact on his 


national government, now 
in its second year and con¬ 
centrating on bringing more 
economic and political re¬ 
forms to the nation. 

In the northern Veneto re¬ 
gion, the anti-immigrant 
Northern League party is 
hoping for gains as Italy 
struggles to shelter tens 
of thousands of migrants 
arriving by sea on smug¬ 
glers’ boats. On the eve of 


the vote. Northern League 
leader Matteo Salvini con¬ 
tended that anyone who 
doesn't cast a ballot for his 
party is favoring what he 
called an “invasion” of mi¬ 
grants. 

Straining its thin govern¬

and the general security 
situation.

In recent years, 
foreign officials have spec¬ 
ulated whether one of 
Beijing’s next moves in the 
South China Sea would 
be to set up such a zone, 
whose existence would fur¬ 
ther solidify China’s military 
presence in the waters. 

In November 2013, to the 
dismay of Japan and the 
United States, China de¬ 
clared an air defense 
identification zone over 
disputed waters in the East 
China Sea. Chinese mili¬ 
tary aircraft began requir¬

Poroshenko: 

Ex-president of Georgia to lead Odessa

MOSCOW - President Petro 
O. Poroshenko of Ukraine 
on Saturday appointed the 
former president of Geor¬ 
gia, Mikhail Saakashvili, as 
governor of the Odessa 
region, turning to a long¬ 
time nemesis of President 
Vladimir V. Putin of Russia 
for help governing an area 
coveted by pro-Russian 
separatists. 

Poroshenko announced 
the appointment of Saa¬ 
kashvili during a visit to 
Odessa, a port city on the 
Black Sea, calling him a 
“great friend of Ukraine.” 
He has also granted Saa¬ 
kashvili Ukrainian citizen¬ 
ship. 

Saakashvili replaces Ihor 
Palytsia, who was appoint¬ 
ed governor in May 2014 


after more than 40 people, 
most of them pro-Russian 
separatists, died in a fire in 
Odessa during clashes with 
pro-Western street demon¬ 
strators. Palytsia is an ally 
of Igor V. Kolomoisky, a bil¬ 
lionaire and former gover¬ 
nor of Dnipropetrovsk. 
Kolomoisky was dismissed 
from his own governor's 
position after clashing 
with Poroshenko this year 
as the president began a 
“deoligarchization” cam¬ 
paign aimed at reducing 
the power and influence 
of Ukraine's wealthiest 
businessmen. The appoint¬ 
ment of Saakashvili was 
immediately interpreted 
in Ukraine as a message 
to Kolomoisky as well as 
a jab at Putin. Saakashvili 
and Putin have an animos¬ 
ity that dates to before the 


brief war fought between 
Georgia and Russia in 2008. 
Although Poroshenko por¬ 
trayed the appointment as 
an effort to speed up the 
government overhaul in 
Odessa, it also highlighted 
the continuing challenges 
the Ukrainian government 
faces, even as it confronts 
a constant threat of re¬ 
newed warfare on the 
Russian border. It is increas¬ 
ingly clear that there is in¬ 
sufficient domestic capac¬ 
ity for implementing wide- 
scale changes, and the 
Ukrainian public's general 
willingness to accept the 
appointment of foreigners 
to high-level positions un¬ 
derscores the deep lack of 
trust in any government af¬ 
ter nearly a quarter-centu¬ 
ry of mismanagement and 
corruption.□

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Venezuelans mass for year’s largest anti-government protests

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

—Thousands donned white 
and took to the streets in 
cities across the country 
this weekend in the biggest 
show of frustration with 
Venezuela’s socialist ad¬ 
ministration since a wave 
of bloody anti-government 
protests a year ago. 

The day of marches was 
called less than a week 
ago by imprisoned op¬ 
position leader Leopoldo 
Lopez. In a video leaked 
from his prison cell, Lopez 
urged demonstrations to 
demand a firm date for this 
year's legislative elections 
and freedom for jailed 
opposition politicians like 
himself who human rights 
groups consider political 
prisoners. 

A Harvard-educated for¬ 


mer mayor, Lopez has 
been jailed for 15 months 
in connection with his lead¬ 
ership of the spring of 2014 
protests that resulted in 
dozens of deaths on both 
sides of Venezuela’s yawn¬ 
ing political divide. 

The opposition coalition 
did not endorse Saturday's 
rallies, underscoring long¬ 
standing fissures among 
critics of the country’s 16- 
year socialist government. 
Before his imprisonment 
last year, Lopez clashed 
with other high-profile poli¬ 
ticians, including moder¬ 
ate opposition leader Hen- 
rique Capriles, about the 
wisdom of organizing na¬ 
tionwide protests. 

Capriles, who came close 
to beating President Nico¬ 
las Maduro in the 2013 
presidential election, led a 
march through the inland

and waving flags among 
the mango trees and half- 
finished buildings. 

Ceballos’ wife, Patricia, 
who won a landslide elec¬ 
tion victory to replace her 
husband as mayor of the 


restive western city of San 
Cristobal was a crowd fa¬ 
vorite. 

“They’ll never divide us. 
Don’t ask, don’t beg; de¬ 
mand freedom,” she shout¬ 
ed, prompting the blocks 
of protesters to chant back 
“liberty!” 

Other opposition lead¬ 
ers stood under a banner 
reading “Venezuela United 
for Change” and shaved 
their heads in solidarity Ce¬ 
ballos, whose hair was re¬ 
portedly cut off when he 
was transferred. 

Maria Fernanda Zerpa, 
a student wearing a tie- 


dye T-shirt and peace sign 
necklace, had shaved 
her head, too. She came 
out to support Lopez, who 
opinion polls peg as Ven¬ 
ezuela’s most popular poli¬ 
tician, but she doesn’t trust 
the rest of the opposition 
coalition and has little in¬ 
terest in the coming elec¬ 
tions. “The elections are 
like whatever, because we 
know the people who run 
them have been bought 
by the government. And 
Capriles is a scaredy-cat 
who didn’t fight Maduro 
for the presidency,” she 
saidO

Mets edge out Marlins 4-3, avoid three-game sweep

Ruben Tejada hit a tie¬ 


breaking double in the 
seventh and Familia 
struck out Giancarlo Stan¬ 
ton in a rare eighth-inning 
appearance as the Mets 
avoided a three-game 


sweep. 

The 42-year-old Colon 
(8-3) gave up six hits and 
three runs without walking 
a batter in seven innings. 
He ended May on a posi¬ 
tive note after struggling in 
the month, and matched 
Seattle ace Felix Hernan¬ 
dez for the most wins in 
the majors. 

Filling in at third base for 
injured captain David 
Wright, Tejada followed 
his tying three-run double 
Saturday with a drive to 
the wall in left off demot¬ 
ed closer Steve Cishek (1- 
5), enabling the Mets to 
finish their homestand 4-2. 
Justin Bour homered in his 
third straight game for the 
Marlins. 

Terry Collins race-walked 
out of the dugout after 
Carlos Torres gave up a 
one-out single to Martin 
Prado in the eighth and 
called for Familia to face 
the Marlins’ Nos. 3-4 hit¬ 
ters, Stanton and Bour. 
Stanton and Bour each 
homered twice in the se¬ 


ries. Bour connected off 
Colon in the sixth after sit¬ 
ting out Saturday. 

Familia struck out Stanton, 
who flailed at an 89 mph 
slider far off the plate after 
missing on two fastballs. 
Bour singled and moved 
second on the throw, but 
Familia got pinch-hitter 
Jeff Baker on a bouncer 
back to the mound for the 
third out. 

Familia then finished for his 
15th save. 

Miami manager Dan Jen¬ 
nings went with an unusu¬ 
al lineup of Ichiro Suzuki 
batting fifth and starter 
David Phelps in the No. 
8 hole. Suzuki has faced 
only John Lackey more 
than Colon in his major 
league career and has 
great success against the 
Mets' portly pitcher, going 
32 for 101 (.317) with three 
homers and 10 RBIs.

Rain Delays Federer-Monfils; Sharapova Doesn’t Play

PARIS (AP) — Roger Federer 
could be excused if he has 
a restless night. 

With thick gray clouds over¬ 
head and light slipping 
away at the end of a rainy 
day, Federer got broken by 
Gael Monfils to even their 
French Open fourth-round 
match at a set apiece, 
right before play was sus¬ 
pended Sunday. 

They met on the sideline 
to chat with the chair um¬ 
pire, then clasped hands, 
and Monfils gave Federer 
a playful pat on the shoul¬ 
der. Spectators at Court 
Philippe Chatrier booed 
and whistled upon hearing 
there’d be no more tennis. 
Federer, the 17-time Grand 
Slam champion, and Mon¬ 
fils, the flamboyant French¬ 
man who won their two 
most recent encounters, 
will resume Monday. At 
least they finished two sets, 
with Federer taking the first 
6-3, and Monfils winning the 
second 6-4. 

Two women's matches did 
not begin at all Sunday, in¬ 
cluding defending cham¬ 
pion Maria Sharapova 
against Lucie Safarova. 

In the quarterfinals, Fe¬ 
derer or Monfils will face 
Federer's Swiss Davis Cup 
teammate Stan Wawrinka, 
seeded eighth, who had 
no trouble beating 12th- 
seeded Frenchman Gilles 
Simon 6-1,6-4, 6-2. 
Wawrinka said he'll be 
watching the rest of Feder¬ 
er-Monfils “like any tennis 
fan." 

On the other half of the 
draw, No. 5 Kei Nishikori 


became the first Japanese 
man in 82 years to reach 
the quarterfinals in Paris, 
eliminating Teymuraz Gab- 
ashvili 6-3, 6-4, 6-2. 

“I hope it’s just the start of 


my journey and I hope I 
can keep going,” said Ni¬ 
shikori, who had three days 
off because his third-round 
opponent withdrew with 
an injury. 

The only other man from his 
country to make it this far 
at this tournament was Jiro 
Satoh, a semifinalist in 1931 
and 1933. 

Next for Nishikori is No. 
14 Jo-Wilfried Tsonga of 
France, who overcame a 


mid-match lapse to defeat 
No. 4 Tomas Berdych 6-3, 
6-2, 6-7 (5), 6-3. 

Tsonga, the 2008 Australian 
Open runner-up, served for 
the match at 5-4 in the third 


set but got broken, and his 
sloppy play carried into the 
tiebreaker. 

“I had a little bit of a dip, 
when I fell back into my 
bad, old ways,” Tsonga 
said. “I’ve been working a 
lot with my coaches to limit 
that." 

Had he managed to close 
things out earlier, or if a rain 
delay of about 2 1/2 hours 
hadn’t interrupted action 
in the afternoon, Federer 


and Monfils might have fin¬ 
ished. They didn't get on 
court until after 7 p.m. and 
competed for less than 70 
minutes. 

With the temperature in 


the low 60s (teens Celsius), 
Monfils covered up with 
a blanket and blew his 
nose into a tissue during 
a changeover. As natural 
light disappeared — there 
are no artificial lights at 
Roland Garros, and a roof 
won’t arrive before 2019 — 
the chair umpire reminded 
fans they shouldn’t use a 
flash while taking photos 
during points. 

Monfils got broken while 


serving for the second set 
at 5-3, and Federer — who 
lost in the fourth round last 
year — had an opening 
to perhaps steal a two-set 
lead. But Monfils responded 
in the next game, winning 
an 18-stroke exchange 
with a forehand to earn to 
set point, then converting 
with a backhand that drew 
roars from the crowd. 
Monfils leaped, yelled 
“Allez!" and waved both 
arms to ask for more noise. 
Moments later, everyone 
was sent home, setting up 
quite a schedule Monday. 
Along with Federer-Monfils 
and Sharapova-Safarova, 
there will be matches fea¬ 
turing Rafael Nadal, Novak 
Djokovic, Andy Murray and 
Serena Williams. 

In a women's match Sun¬ 
day, No. 7 Ana Ivanovic 
beat No. 9 Ekaterina Ma¬ 
karova 7-5, 3-6, 6-1 to return 
to the quarterfinals for the 
first time since winning the 
2008 title. 

“On the one hand, it does 
feel like it’s a different life. 
On the other hand, I feel 
like time is really flying. I feel 
it hasn’t been that many 
years,” said Ivanovic, who 
briefly was ranked No. 1 af¬ 
ter winning her lone Grand 
Slam trophy. “I definitely do 
have the feeling it’s amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Her match was halted by 
rain after five games, and 
tournament officials wa¬ 
vered about when to re¬ 
sume. 

“It was like, ‘OK, in half an 
hour. In half an hour. In half 
an hour.’ So it was really not 
easy to relax and refocus,” 
Ivanovic said. □

Johnson briefly overtook 
him early in the round be¬ 
fore making an 8 at the 
par-4 sixth. He finished at 
11 under with a 69. 

A sunny day wrapped 
up two otherwise soggy 
weeks of golf in Dallas-Fort 
Worth, including a 5-inch 
overnight downpour af¬ 
ter the first round of the 
Nelson that turned one of 
its toughest holes — the 
par-4 14th — into a pitch- 
and-putt par 3 of barely 
100 yards for the final three 
rounds. 

While birdies were the 
norm after easy wedge

DOVER, Del. (AP) — Jimmie

Johnson led the final 23 
laps, staying out on cold 
tires when other contend¬ 
ers made late race pit 
stops. The six-time series 
champion has 10 wins in 
27 career starts on the 
concrete mile track. He 
needed five extra laps be¬ 
yond the scheduled 400 
because a late accident 
brought out the caution. 
He has four wins this sea¬ 
son, 74 in his career and 
has won at least four times 
in a season 11 times. 
Johnson took his familiar 
spot in victory lane and 
took a quick, congratula¬ 
tory phone call from team 
owner Rick Hendrick. 

“I know what I’m capable 


of and felt just fine doing 
it," Johnson said. “And, 
I’ve got a great rhythm. 
I’ve got great support at 
home.” 

Kevin Harvick was second, 
followed by Kyle Larson, 
Kasey Kahne and Aric 
Almirola. 

No active driver owns a 
track like Johnson does Do¬ 
ver. Johnson joined NAS¬ 
CAR Hall of Famers Rich¬ 
ard Petty (Martinsville-15, 
North Wilkesboro-15, Rich¬ 
mond-13, Rockingham-11, 
Daytona-10), Darrell Waltrip 
(Bristol-12, Martinsville-11, 
North Wilkesboro-10), Dale 
Earnhardt (Talladega-10) 
and David Pearson (Dar- 
lington-10) as drivers to win 
10 races at a single track. 
The Hendrick Motorsports 
driver swept Dover in 2002 
and 2009 and also won 
races in 2005, 2010, 2012, 
2013 and 2014. 

Harvick held a comfort¬ 
able lead until the field was 
bunched on a late cau¬ 
tion. Kyle Busch, who was 


in the top five, connected 
with Brian Scott to end the 
race for each driver. Busch, 
who poked his head inside 
Scott's window for a chat, 
was unhurt in his second 
points race since he suf¬ 
fered leg and ankle injuries 
at Daytona. 

Busch needs a win and to 
hit the top 30 in the points 
standings to become eli¬ 
gible for the Chase for the 


Sprint Cup championship. 
Harvick and Johnson both 
stayed out during cau¬ 
tions. Johnson’s crew chief 
Chad Knaus gambled that 
the No. 48 Chevrolet was 
as stout on four cold tires 
as others would be on two 
or four fresh ones. 

He was right. Johnson nev¬ 
er lost control, even with 
two more cautions, includ¬ 
ing one that that came 


after Clint Bower, Denny 
Hamlin and Kurt Busch 
all tangled on the track. 
Casey Mears wrecked to 
bring out the final caution 
with three laps remaining. 

“I was trying to be smart 
with my line and I guess 
guys on two tires weren't 
all that fast,” Johnson said.

Google intensifies focus on its cardboard virtual reality device

SAN FRANCISCO - Google 
has seen the future, and it 
is littered with cardboard 
boxes. 

At its Google I/O developer 
conference last week, the 
search giant announced 
several programs that aim 
to put its virtual reality view¬ 
er, called Cardboard, at 
the center of a growing on¬ 
line world in which people 
can use their smartphone 
and YouTube to watch vid¬ 
eos rendered in 3-D. 
Google introduced its 
virtual reality viewer - a 
cardboard box, with some 
lenses and a magnet, that 
looks a lot like a plastic 
View-Master toy - as a gift 
at last year’s I/O confer¬ 
ence. 

The idea was to create an 
inexpensive virtual reality 
device that allowed any¬ 
one with a smartphone to 
do things like fly through a 
Google Earth map of Chi¬ 
cago or view personal pic¬ 
tures in three dimensions. 

It is a comically simple con¬ 
traption: A smartphone 
slips into the front so it sits 
just inches from a user's 
eyes. Peering through a 
pair of cheap, plastic lens¬ 
es renders the images on 
the phone’s screen in 3-D. 
It costs around $4. 

Typical of the Google play- 
book, the company put 
Cardboard’s specifications 


online so hobbyists and 
manufacturers could build 
them. 

In the year since, people 
have made viewers from 
foam, aluminum and wal¬ 


nut, and the Cardboard 
app was downloaded 1 
million or so times. 

"We wanted the viewer 
to be as dumb as possi¬ 
ble and as cheap as pos¬ 
sible because we basically 
wanted to open VR for ev¬ 
eryone,” said David Coz, 
an engineer in Google's 
Paris office who developed 
Cardboard. 


At this year's I/O, Google 
is doubling down on Card¬ 
board with initiatives meant 
to expand virtual reality to 
as many phones as pos¬ 
sible. First of these is a new 


software kit that will make 
it easier for developers to 
build Cardboard apps for 
iPhones. The company also 
redesigned the cardboard 
hardware so that it is easier 
to fold and can now ac¬ 
commodate any smart¬ 
phone, including popular, 
larger-screen, so-called 
phablets. 

The Cardboard update is a 


modest offering compared 
with the product splashes 
of previous Google confer¬ 
ences, which have includ¬ 
ed a spherical entertain¬ 
ment system that was nev¬ 


er released and Google 
Glass, the much hyped 
and now discontinued 
computerized eyewear 
that caused significant pri¬ 
vacy concerns. 

With Cardboard, Google's 
virtual reality is decidedly 
low cost and low frills, but, 
as in other Google efforts, 
like the free Android soft¬ 
ware that is the most wide¬ 


ly used operating system in 
the world, it seems meant 
more to amass an audi¬ 
ence than make money. 
Over the last year, Google 
has developed a 360-de- 
gree camera that looks like 
a chandelier rigged with 
16 GoPro video recorders, 
and currently has about a 
dozen of them filming sights 
around the world. When 
run through Google’s soft¬ 
ware and processors, the 
footage will turn into a vir¬ 
tual reality rendering that 
tries to mimic the view from 
a human eye. Google said 
it would allow people to 
start uploading virtual real¬ 
ity videos to YouTube this 
summer. During a recent 
demonstration at Google’s 
Mountain View, California, 
campus. Clay Bavor, vice 
president for product man¬ 
agement for Google's vir¬ 
tual reality efforts, demon¬ 
strated a video of a court¬ 
yard at the University of 
Washington. The video felt 
like an immersive version of 
the company's Street View 
mapping product that dis¬ 
plays street-level views of 
city streets and historical 
sites. Over time, the com¬ 
pany is hoping this real-life 
version of virtual reality will 
grow into a vast collection 
of videos and experiences 
similar to how YouTube vid¬ 
eos are shared now.

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Humana weighs sale, as merger appeal grows for insurers

The wave of deal-making 
that has swept across the 
health care industry now 
appears poised to pull in 
health insurers, a develop¬ 
ment driven by the Obama 
administration’s insurance 
overhaul. 

Humana, one of the coun¬ 
try's largest health insur¬ 
ers, is weighing a potential 
sale of itself after having 
been approached by sev¬ 
eral competitors, people 
briefed on the matter 
said this weekend. These 
people, who were not au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly, 
cautioned that the com¬ 
pany had made no deci¬ 
sions and might choose 
not to sell. 

Still, the news that the in¬ 
surer had hired Goldman 
Sachs to help it consider a 
deal captivated investors, 
who appeared eager for 
a round of consolidation. 
Shares of Humana surged 
to an all-time high Friday, 
while the shares of rivals 
like Aetna and Cigna also 
rose sharply. 

Underpinning the expecta¬ 
tions of an increase in deal¬ 
making among insurers are 
two contrasting themes. 


Revenues have been on 
the rise, bolstered both by 
the federal health law's 
requirement that individu¬ 
als have health insurance 
and by rising enrollment 
in Medicare plans offered 
by private companies. But 
profit margins are being 
squeezed through contin¬ 
ued declines in Medicare 
Advantage funding and 
increased transparency 
for consumers shopping for 
policies. 

“Because of the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, the whole 
insurance market is shift¬ 
ing towards a lower margin 
model,” said Chris Rigg, an 
analyst with Susquehanna 
Financial Group. “Gener¬ 
ally speaking, the bigger 
you are, the better.” 
Analysts had been expect¬ 
ing a wave of industry 
mergers to begin sooner 
rather than later. The last 
wave occurred in 2011 
and 2012, when Cigna ac¬ 
quired HealthSpring for $3.8 
billion; and Aetna bought 
Coventry Health Care in a 
deal valued at $5.7 billion. 
Based in Louisville, Ken¬ 
tucky, Humana is one of 
the smaller of the big five 
insurers by market capital¬ 
ization. And it has struggled 
to meet analysts’ profit ex¬ 


pectations for much of the 
past year, though its mem¬ 
bership rolls and revenue 
rose in the first quarter. 

But it is considered a par¬ 
ticularly ripe prize because 
it gets the bulk of its reve¬ 


nues from its Medicare Ad¬ 
vantage business, which 
has been growing rapidly 
as baby boomers age and 
choose to enroll in a plan 
operated by private com¬ 
panies rather than the tra¬ 
ditional version of the fed¬ 
eral program. 

UnitedHealth is the larg¬ 
est purveyor of Medicare 


Advantage plans, with Hu¬ 
mana a close second. That 
has led analysts to discount 
UnitedHealth as a poten¬ 
tial buyer, since the size of 
the companies’ combined 
Medicare Advantage busi-

ness could raise the ire of 
antitrust regulators. 

Analysts and investors 
have instead focused on 
peers like Aetna, Cigna 
and Anthem, which gener¬ 
ally have smaller Medicare 
Advantage operations, as 
potential suitors. 

Some of those companies 
were among those that 


had expressed interest in 
Humana, according to a 
person briefed on the mat¬ 
ter. 

Any deal for Humana 
would be expensive: The 
insurer had a market value 
of about $27 billion before 
The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported on the company's 
deliberations. Humana's 
shares jumped 20 percent, 
closing Friday at $214.65. 
Other rivals are of similar 
size. Cigna had a market 
capitalization of about $35 
billion as of Friday’s market 
close, while Aetna is val¬ 
ued at about $40 billion 
and Anthem at $43 billion. 
The potential suitors, 
whether Aetna, Anthem or 
another company, are well 
aware that much of the or¬ 
ganic growth opportunity 
that exists for health insur¬ 
ers today can be found in 
Medicare Advantage, said 
Todd Van Tol, a partner in 
the health and life scienc¬ 
es practice at the consult¬ 
ing firm Oliver Wyman. 
“These programs now have 
enough critical momen¬ 
tum to be politically pro¬ 
tected, viable and stable, 
and Humana has proven 
to be exceptionally good 
at the program," Van Tol 
saidO

Chip maker Intel takeover of Altera expected

SAN FRANCISCO - Intel is 
close to clinching a take¬ 
over of fellow chip maker 
Altera for more than $15 
billion, a person briefed on 
the matter said this week¬ 
end, the latest sign of con¬ 
solidation in the semicon¬ 
ductor industry. 

Intel is expected to pay 
about $54 a share for Al¬ 
tera, whose specialized 
chip designs would help 
Intel expand beyond chips 
for personal computers, 
this person said. 

An agreement could be 
announced as early next 
week, though this person 
cautioned that talks are 
continuing and might still 
collapse. 

The two sides had been 
in talks earlier this year, 
though the discussions 


were eventually put on 
hold when Altera rejected 
an offer in the ballpark 
of $54 a share, people 
briefed on the talks said 
previously. 


began to publicly cam¬ 
paign for a resumption of 
talks with Intel. 

If completed, a takeover 
would be the latest among 
chip makers as compa¬ 


savings and negotiating 
leverage with customers. 
On Thursday, Avago Tech¬ 
nologies struck a roughly 
$37 billion acquisition of 
Broadcom to break into 
the top tier of semicon¬ 
ductor companies. 

Intel and Altera both 
make semiconductors, 
but vastly different types. 
Intel is known primarily for 
the standard chips that 
go into personal comput¬ 
ers and computer servers. 
They consist of millions of 
transistors, and once cre¬ 
ated, their performance 
can be changed only 
slightly by changing the 
software that works with 
them. 

Altera’s chips - known as 
field programmable gate 
arrays, or FPGAs - are 
lower in power and per¬ 
formance but can be al¬ 
tered after manufacturing 


to carry out different func¬ 
tions. That gives them far 
greater flexibility. 

Intel may be seeking Al¬ 
tera to create computers 
that combine the power 
of a standard semicon¬ 
ductor with the flexibility 
of an FPGA, by means of 
a board with both types of 
chip. This could potential¬ 
ly give Intel the ability to 
build, for example, a com¬ 
puter server that can add 
functions so it lasts longer 
inside a corporate data 
center. 

This move would reflect 
several recent trends in 
the industry. Giant cloud 
computing centers have 
become an increasingly 
large part of Intel's busi¬ 
ness, made even more 
significant as smartphones 
have lowered the de¬ 
mand for “Intel Inside" 
personal computers.^

A few weeks ago, I asked read¬ 
ers to send in essays describing 
their purpose in life and how 
they found it. A few thousand 
submitted contributions, and 
many essays are online. I’ll write 
more about the lessons they 
shared in the weeks ahead, but 
one common theme surprised 
me. 

I expected most contributors 
would follow the commence¬ 
ment-speech cliches of our 
high-achieving culture: dream 
big; set ambitious goals; try to 
change the world. In fact, a sur¬ 
prising number of people found 
their purpose by going the oth¬ 
er way, by pursuing the small, 
happy life. 

Elizabeth Young once heard 
the story of a man who was 
asked by a journalist to show 
his most precious possession. 
The man, Young wrote, “was 
proud and excited to show the 
journalist the gift he had been 
bequeathed. A banged up tin 
pot he kept carefully wrapped 
in cloth as though it was frag¬ 
ile. The journalist was confused, 
what made this dingy old pot so 
valuable? ‘The message,’ the 
friend replied. The message was 
‘we do not all have to shine.’ 
This story resonated deeply. 
In that moment I was able to 
relieve myself of the need to 
do something important, from 
which I would reap praise and 
be rewarded with fulfillment. My 
vision cleared.’’ 

Young continues, “I have al¬ 
ways wanted to be effortlessly 
kind. I wanted to raise children 
who were kind.’’ She notes that 
among those who survived the 
Nazi death camps, a predomi¬ 
nant quality she noticed was 
generosity. 

“Perhaps,” she concludes, “the 
mission is not a mission at all. 
... Everywhere there are tiny, 
seemingly inconsequential cir¬ 
cumstances that, if explored, 
provide meaning” and chanc¬ 
es fo be generous and kind. 
Spiritual and emotional growth 
happens in microscopic incre¬ 
ments. 

Kim Spencer writes, “I used to 
be one of fhe solid ones - one 
of the people whose purpose 
was clearly defined and un¬ 
derstood. My purpose was 
seeing patients and ‘saving 
lives.’ I have melted into the in- 
between spaces, though. Now 
my purpose is simply to be the

person ... who can pick up the 
phone and give you 30 minutes 
in your time of crisis. I can give 
it to you today and again in a 
few days. ... I can edit your let¬ 
ter. ... I can listen to you com¬ 
plain about your co-worker. ... 
I can look you in the eye and 
give you a few dollars in the 
parking lot. I am not upset if you 
cry. I am no longer drowning, so 
I can help keep you afloat with 
a little boost. Not all of the time, 
but every once in a while, until 
you find ofher people to help 
or a different way to swim. It is 
no skin off my back; it is easy for 
me.” 

Terence J. Tollaksen wrote that 
his purpose became clearer 
once he began to recognize 
the “decision trap”: “This trap 
is an amazingly consistent phe¬ 
nomena whereby ‘big’ deci¬ 
sions turn out to have much less 
impact on a life as a whole than 
the myriad of small seemingly 
insignificant ones.” 

Tollaksen continues, “I have al¬ 
ways admired those goal-ori¬ 
ented, stubborn, successful, de¬ 
termined individuals; they make 
things happen, and the world 
would be lost without them.” 
But, he explains, he has always 
had a “small font purpose.” 

“I can say it worked for me. I 
know it sounds so Midwest, but 
it’s been wonderful. I have a 
terrific wife, 5 kids, friends from 
grade school and high school, 
college, army, friends locally, 
and sometimes, best of all, 
horses, dogs, and cats. Finally, I 
have a small industrial business 
that I started and have run for 
40 years based on what I now 
identify as principles of ‘Pope 
Francis capitalism.’” 

Hans Pitsch wrote: “At age 85, 
the question of meaning in my 
life is urgent. The question of the 
purpose of my life is another 
matter. World War II and life in 
general have fought me that 
outcomes from our actions or 
inactions are often totally un¬ 
predictable and random.” 

He adds, “I am thankful to be 
alive. I have a responsibility to 
myself and those around me 
to give meaning to my life from 
day to day. I enjoy my fam¬ 
ily (not all of them) and the 
shrinking number of old friends. 
You use the term ‘organizing 
frame’ in one’s life. I am nof 
sure if I want to be framed by 
an organizing principle, but if 
there is one thing that keeps 
me focused, it’s the garden. 
Lots of plants died during the 
harsh winter, but, amazingly, 
the clematises and the roses 
are back, and lettuce, spinach 
and tomatoes are thriving in the 
new greenhouse. The weeping 
cherry tree in front of the house 
succumbed to old age. I still 
have to plant a new tree this 
year.” 

This scale of purpose is not for 
everyone, but there is some¬ 
thing beautiful and concrete 
and well-proportioned about 
tending that size of a garden.□

America remains, despite the 
damage inflicted by the Great 
Recession and its aftermath, 
a very rich country. But many 
Americans are economically 
insecure, with little protection 
from life’s risks. They frequently 
experience financial hardship; 
many don’t expect to be able 
to retire, and if fhey do retire 
have little to live on besides So¬ 
cial Security. 

Many readers will, I hope, find 
nothing surprising in what I just 
said. But all too many affluent 
Americans - and, in particular, 
members of our political elite - 
seem to have no sense of how 
the other half lives. Which is why 
a new study on the financial 
well-being of U.S. households, 
conducted by the Federal Re¬ 
serve, should be required read¬ 
ing inside the Beltway. 

Before I get to that study, a few 
words about the callous oblivi¬ 
ousness so prevalent in our po¬ 
litical life. 

I am not, or not only, talking 
about right-wing contempt for 
the poor, although the domi¬ 
nance of compassionless con¬ 
servatism is a sight to behold. 
According to the Pew Research 
Center, more than three-quar¬ 
ters of conservatives believe 
that the poor “have it easy” 
thanks to government benefits; 
only 1 in 7 believe that the poor 
“have hard lives.” And this at¬ 
titude translates into policy. 
What we learn from the refusal 
of Republican-controlled states 
to expand Medicaid, even 


though the federal government 
would foot the bill, is that punish¬ 
ing the poor has become a goal 
in itself, one worth pursuing even 
if it hurts rather than helps state 
budgets. 

But leave self-declared conser¬ 
vatives and their contempt for 
the poor on one side. What’s re¬ 
ally striking is the disconnect be¬ 
tween centrist conventional wis¬ 
dom and the reality of life - and 
deafh - for much of fhe nation. 
Take, as a prime example, po¬ 
sitioning on Social Security. For 
decades, a declared willingness 
to cut Social Security benefits, 
especially by raising the retire¬ 
ment age, has been almost a 
required position - a badge of 
seriousness - for politicians and 
pundits who want to sound wise 
and responsible. After all, peo¬ 
ple are living longer, so shouldn’t 
they work longer, too? And isn’t 
Social Security an old-fashioned 
system, out of fouch with mod¬ 
ern economic realities? 
Meanwhile, the reality is that 
living longer in our ever-more- 
unequal society is very much a 
class thing: Life expectancy at 
age 65 has risen a lot among 
the affluent, but hardly at all in 
the bottom half of the wage dis¬ 
tribution, that is, among those 
who need Social Security most. 
And while the retirement system 
FDR introduced may look old- 
fashioned to affluent profession¬ 
als, it is quite literally a lifeline for 
many of our fellow citizens. A 
majority of Americans over 65 
get more than half their income 
from Social Security, and more 
than a quarter are almost com¬ 
pletely reliant on those monthly 
checks. 

These realities may finally be 
penetrating political debate, 
to some extent. We seem to be 
hearing less these days about 
cutting Social Security, and 
we’re even seeing some atten¬ 
tion paid to proposals for benefit 
increases given the erosion of 
private pensions. But my sense 
is that Washington still has no 


clue about the realities of life 
for those not yet elderly. Which 
is where that Federal Reserve 
study comes in. 

This is the study’s second year, 
and the current edition actually 
portrays a nation in recovery: In 
2014, unlike 2013, a substantial 
plurality of respondents said that 
they were better off than they 
had been five years ago. Yet it’s 
startling how little room for error 
there is in many American lives. 
We learn, for example, fhat 3 in 
10 non-elderly Americans said 
they had no retirement sav¬ 
ings or pension, and that the 
same fraction reported going 
without some kind of medical 
care in the past year because 
they couldn’t afford it. Almost 
a quarter reported that they or 
a family member had experi¬ 
enced financial hardship in the 
past year. 

And something that even star¬ 
tled me: 47 percent said that 
they would not have the re¬ 
sources to meet an unexpected 
expense of $400 - $400! They 
would have to sell something 
or borrow to meet that need, if 
they could meet it at all. 

Of course, it could be much 
worse. Social Security is there, 
and we should be very glad that 
it is. Meanwhile, unemployment 
insurance and food stamps did 
a lot to cushion unlucky families 
from the worst during the Great 
Recession. And Obamacare, 
imperfect as it is, has immensely 
reduced insecurity, especially 
in states whose governments 
haven’t tried to sabotage the 
program. 

But while things could be worse, 
they could also be better. There 
is no such thing as perfect secu¬ 
rity, but American families could 
easily have much more security 
than they have. All it would take 
is for politicians and pundits to 
stop talking blithely about the 
need to cut “entitlements” and 
starting looking at the way their 
less-fortunate fellow citizens ac¬ 
tually live. □

Google also said Thursday 
it had formed a partner¬ 
ship with GoPro to develop 
a version of its virtual real¬ 
ity recorder that anybody 
could buy. The companies 
did not list a price for the re¬ 
corder, but given that it has 
16 cameras that retail for 
$400 each, it is likely to be 
expensive. 

Where any of this goes is 
anyone's guess. One might 
imagine videos from the 
front row of a concert or a 
television channel filming 
breaking news in 3-D. At the 
same time, one might re¬ 
member that Google has a 
history of announcing new 
products and initiatives that 
flop, like Google Glass. 

And virtual reality has for 
decades been the next big 
thing that never actually 
happened. 

Now companies like Face- 
book, Sony and Micro¬ 
soft are placing big bets 
on both virtual reality, a 
computer-generated ver¬ 
sion of the world, as well as 
augmented reality, or AR, 
in which real-world experi¬ 
ences are enhanced with 
computer-generated im¬ 
ages. 

Analysts expect the first ap¬ 
plications will be in video 
games. But in time they say 
virtual reality experiences 
could feature in everything 
from business meetings to 
doctor’s appointments. 
Mark Zuckerberg, Face- 
book's chief executive, has 
on several occasions said 
he believed virtual reality 
could be the next comput¬ 
ing platform. That belief is 
enough to drive significant 
investment. Beyond the vir¬ 
tual reality videos it plans 
on putting on YouTube, 
Google is also using its Card¬ 
board device in its growing 
education efforts. □

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New lab can create hurricane conditions on demand

MIAMI (AP) — Researchers 
trying to figure out what 
makes some hurricanes 
strengthen into cata¬ 
strophic monsters have a 
new lab that allows them 
to generate tropical storm 
conditions with the flip of a 
switch. 

The lab is at the Univer¬ 
sity of Miami’s Rosenstiel 
School of Marine and At¬ 
mospheric Science. It’s 
known as the Surge-Struc¬ 
ture-Atmosphere Interac¬ 
tion, or SUSTAIN. 

THE TANK: The lab fea¬ 
tures a clear acrylic tank 
about 75 feet (23 meters) 
long and 6.5 feet (2 me¬ 
ters) high. Inside, 38,000 
gallons of seawater can 
be whipped into white- 
capped waves by a 
1,700-horsepower fan that 
can create Category 5 
conditions, with winds top¬ 
ping 157 mph. 

Satellite sensors have been 
mounted on the lab’s 
high ceilings to look down 
at hurricane conditions 
churning in the tank. This 
will help fine-tune satellites 
watching real storms, said 
lab director Brian Haus. 
"The satellites, even 


though they see a really 
big area, they tend to be 
sensitive to really small 
things on the surface. We 
don’t really know, when 


ing a recent test-run, Haus 
stood atop the tank, his 
shoes dry and his clothes 
unruffled while frothy, sea- 
green waves raced be¬ 


cane-force winds interact 
with spray coming off the 
surface of seawater, re¬ 
searchers aim to improve 
real-time tropical storm 


waters. Some aspects still 
stump researchers, be¬ 
cause they can’t clearly 
see what’s happening 
where a storm’s winds 
meet the water’s surface. 
Researchers are testing 
small drones to fly down 
into those dark and stormy 
places, while a variety of 
other sensors from buoys 
and underwater gliders 
and satellites collect data 
for hurricane forecasting 
models. All those tools still 
are prone to technical dif¬ 
ficulties in extreme condi¬ 
tions. 

Researchers think that un¬ 
derstanding the role those 
tiny elements play in the 
transfer of energy from 
the ocean to a storm may 
crack the mystery of what 
causes some storms to fiz¬ 
zle while others strengthen. 
INTENSITY FORECASTS: Pre¬ 
dictions for a storm’s path 
have improved significant¬ 
ly over the last couple de¬ 
cades, narrowing the so- 
called "cone of uncertain¬ 
ty” that influences prepa¬ 
rations. However, fore¬ 
casters have made little 
headway when it comes 
to improving predictions 
for how strong a tropical 
storm will become. □

Solo flight in solar plane sets off on leg to Hawaii 


BEIJING (AP) — A Swiss 
pilot of a solar plane on 
Sunday embarked on the 
longest leg of the first at¬ 
tempt to fly around the 
world without a drop of 
fuel. 

Andre Borschberg took 
off from Nanjing, China, 
at 2:39 a.m. Sunday (1839 
GMT Saturday) in the So¬ 
lar Impulse 2 for a flight 
across the Pacific Ocean 
expected to last six days 
and five nights, or at least 
130 hours. 

The journey started in

March in Abu Dhabi, 
and the solar plane has 
stopped in Oman, India, 
Myanmar and China. The 
8,175-kilometer (5,079- 
mile) flight from Nanjing 
to Hawaii is the seventh of 
12 flights and the longest 
and most dangerous. 
Borschberg and another 
Swiss pilot, Bertrand Pic¬ 
card, have been taking 
turns flying the single- 
seater Swiss plane during 
a five-month journey to 
promote renewable en¬ 
ergy use. 


“This is the moment of 
truth,” Borschberg, 62, 
said before takeoff. 

He said that if successful, 
the flight to Hawaii will 
demonstrate the cred¬ 
ibility of the vision he and 
Piccard embraced 16 
years ago "to change 
our mindset regarding 
the enormous potential of 
clean technologies and 
renewable energies.” 
After Hawaii, the plan is 
for Piccard to pilot the 
aircraft on to Phoenix, 
Arizona. □ 
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‘San Andreas' shakes way to top spot at domestic box office

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

Dwayne “The Rock” John¬ 
son out-muscled the com¬ 
petition at domestic movie 
theaters as the earthquake 
epic “San Andreas” hauled 
in an estimated $53.2 mil¬ 
lion over the weekend. It 
was Johnson's biggest de¬ 
but for a non-sequel as the 
top-billed actor, accord¬ 
ing to box office tracker 
Rentrak. 

The action star helped the 
movie over-perform on 
the West Coast despite 
fears that audiences in 
earthquake-prone regions 
would shy away, said Dan 
Fellman, president of do¬ 
mestic distribution for War¬ 
ner Bros., which distribufed 
the film made by its New 
Line unit. 

“Some people felt they'd 
be a little nervous watch¬ 
ing such a disaster hit both 
Los Angeles and San Fran¬ 


cisco, but there was a curi¬ 
osity factor," Fellman said. 
“They went, they packed 
the theaters and they liked 
it.” 

“Aloha,” the critically ma¬ 
ligned romantic comedy 
from director Cameron 
Crowe, opened in sixth 
place with $10 million. 

The movie was dogged 
by controversy. Leaked 
emails from former Sony 
Pictures Entertainment co¬ 
chair Amy Pascal last year 
labeled the “Aloha” script 
“ridiculous.” Then, some 
Native Hawaiian groups 
opposed the title as misap¬ 
propriating the concept of 
the word. An Asian Ameri¬ 
can group spoke criticized 
the use of a nearly all-white 
cast in a film shot in Ha¬ 
waii, a heavily-Asian island 
chain. 

A slew of critics slammed 
the movie — many calling 
it “confusing,” wondering if

INDIANOLA, Mississippi 
(AP) — B.B. King’s early 
life personified fhe blues: 
He was born to dirt-poor 
sharecroppers in the cot¬ 
ton country of the Missis¬ 


sippi Delta and left alone 
by the deaths of his mother 
and grandmother when 
he was a child. But he nev¬ 
er let those circumstances 
hold him back or define 
him, a minister said Satur¬ 
day at the funeral of the 


blues legend. 

“Hands that once picked 
cotton would someday 
pick guitar strings on a na¬ 
tional and international 
stage. Amazing,” the Rev. 
Herron Wilson said in a 
standing-room-only sanc¬ 


tuary at Bell Grove Mission¬ 
ary Baptist Church in King’s 
hometown of Indianola, 
Mississippi. 

King, whose distinctive gui¬ 
tar style influenced gener¬ 
ations of entertainers, was 
89 when he died May 14 in 
Las Vegas. At his request, 
his body was returned to 
his native Mississippi for a 
final homecoming. 

“He will forever be the king 
of the blues,” Stevie Won¬ 
der said in a spoken tribute 
that was played at the fu¬ 
neral, although he did not 
attend. 

About 500 people filled the 
sanctuary of the church, 
a red brick structure that 
sits in a field off of B.B. 
King Road in Indianola. 
More than 200 people 
who couldn’t get into the 
sanctuary watched a live 
broadcast of the funeral 
in the church’s fellowship 
hall, many waving hand¬ 
held fans with a black- 
and-white photo of a smil¬ 
ing King hugging his black 


electric guitar, Lucille. 

At the beginning of the ser¬ 
vice, family members filed 
past King’s open casket, 
which had an image of Lu¬ 
cille embroidered on the 
padded white cloth inside 
the lid. Later, the casket 
was closed and covered 
with a large arrangement 
of red roses. 

Christopher Clouser, a 
businessman and longtime 
friend of King, said King 
instructed him to deliver 
several messages during 
the funeral. He sent love 
to family and friends and 
thanked his bandmates 
and otherentertainers. 
Clouser said King also 
wanted people to know 
how uncomfortable he 
was “riding in the back of 
the car that Eric was driv¬ 
ing” — a reference to 
“Riding With the King,” an 
album that King and Eric 
Clapton released in 2000 
with a cover photo of the 
two guitarists on a road
